Applicant's arguments, see pages 5 and 6, filed August 24, 2005, with respect to 
the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1 under Formoso have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Laguzzi.

3. Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Laguzzi. Laguzzi discloses a refrigerator having a storage compartment 
20, a first door on one side of the compartment, and a second door on the other side of 
the compartment. 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 8, 12, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Laguzzi in view of Formoso. Laguzzi discloses the claimed invention except for the 
plurality of compartments. Formoso teaches a refrigerator having a plurality of 
compartments 24 and 35. It would be obvious to provide Laguzzi with a plurality of 
refrigerated compartments, in view of Formoso, for the purpose of storing items having 
different temperature requirements therein. 

6. Claims 9-11, 17, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Laguzzi in view of Hull. Laguzzi discloses the claimed invention 
except for the slidable table on a first surface of the cabinet. Hull teaches a refrigerator 
having a slidable table 42 on a first surface of the cabinet. It would be obvious to 
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provide Laguzzi with a slidable table on a first surface of the cabinet, in view of Hull, for 
the purpose of providing access to the cabinet through another opening. 
7. Claims 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Laguzzi in view of Formoso as applied to claim 12 above, and further in view of Hull as 
applied to claim 9 above.
